Britain Gets

“Evidence that Britain is buying 
more wheat from Russia, and about 
the same from Empire sources, is 
contained in the Board of Trade 
figures for March, which fail to 
show signs of the anxiously awaited 
trade revival, The amount paid to 
Russia for wheat was almost ten 
times as great in the first three 
months of this year as in the cor- 
responding period of 1930. The 
first quarter's import of Russian 
wheat this year totalled 5,788,047 
hundredweight, valued at $7,314,995, 
while in the first quarter last year 
Britain took only 321,012 hundred- 
weight of Russian wheat, with a 
value of $778,500,

found, It is believed the two miners 
died instantly, the conditien of Weeds’ 
body indicating that he had met a 
quick death from the explosion 

Immediately on the report of the 
dicaster, A. A, Miller, chief mine in- 
spector for the province, accompanied 
by ©. C. Harris, assistant inspector, 
rushed to the scene from Edmonton 
and directed rescue work, 

HOW HARRIS ESCAPED 

John Harris, Jone survivor of the 
explosion, managed to eseape by 
flinging himse'f to the ground and 
burying his face in the mud as seon 
as he heard the explosion. His stery, 
feebly told before he was rushed to 
the horpital, is one of a heroic battle 
for life. Half-stunned by the force 
of the detonation, and suffering from 
the effects of the gas, he managed 
to crawl slowly and painfully towards 
the air shaft, always with his head 
close to the ground where the little 
air remaining in vhe tunnel was to 
be found. Badly burned, suffering 
from shook and almost hysterical, he 
fell inte the arms of Qwen Hanvahan, 
steam engineer at the mine, and Floyd 
Wood", son of the dead man, at the 
mouth of the shaft. 

Hanrahan was probably one of the 
first to realize what had happened 
He and Woods rushed to the entrance 
to the shaft in a vain attempt to 
rescue the unfortunate victims, Here 


is the engineer's account of the trag-| 


edy: 

“It must have been about ten min- 
utes past one. Woods, Harris and 
Roberts had descended the shaft @ 
short time befare. Suddenly I heard 
a terrific explosion and running out 
from the engine reom (which is about 
100 feet south of the shaft entrance), 
saw rocks and debris flying through 
the air in all directions. Quickly, 
with Floyd, I ran towards the shaft 
and together we hurried down, But 
the gas in the tunne] forced us back, 
We would have been dead if we had 
stayed there.” 

HEARD MOANING 

Hanrahan stated that he heard s 
man moaning about 15 feet further 
en along the tunnel, but his tortured 
lungs were already gasping for alr, 
and he was foyoed to flee to the sur- 
face before he was overcome, He did 
not knew which of the three victims 
he heard, although ji was probably 
Harris, 

Carbon monoxide gas filled the 
mine following the explosion, and the 
resoue crew was forced to leave 
Woods, who, it was subsequently dis- 
covered, was dead, Pumps were kept 
busy all afternoon and evening pump:

fexamination of their equipment, 
climbed into the car which was to 
lower them to the tunnel level. At 
seven minutes past nine they disap- 
peared from view. 

OWN AN HOUR 

Por an hour the anxious watchers 
awaited a sign from the squal wh'ch 
would indicate that they had been 
successful in their search. This came 
at about 10.15 p.m., and within a few 
moments the car was hauled to the 
top, and the gruesame burden lifted 
out, Wood's body was immediately re- 
moved to a shack on the premises. 
It was hardly recognizable, The face 
had been burned black beyond recog- 
nition. Officials stated that the) 
miner's end myst have been swift, as 
the condition ef the body would in- 
dicate that the burning gas had en- 
veloped him as soon as the explosion 
had taken place, 

An accurate description of “ust 
what happened has not been received 
as yet, as the only man who can tell, 
Harris, is in a serious condition in the 
| hospital. It was thought, howevéers, 

that the open-lights carried by the 
| miners in their descent had ignited 
the methane gas, or fire-damp, when 
| they had proceeded but a short way 
into the tunnel. 

It was stated that the mine had not 
been in operation since Good Friday 
last, The presence of methane gas ls 
unusual in the Alberta mines, and for 
this reason miners often do not earry 
the safety lamp. The name “open- 
light mine" is derived from the fact 
that lamps with flames exposed to the 
air are used by the men as they work, 

Methane gas is Hghter than air, 
and therefore rises to the top of the 
tunnel. 

FIFE DAMP 38 RARE 

Mr. Miller, chief mine ingpeoctor, 
stated that the majority of the mines 
in the Rabbit Hill and Ellerslie dis- 
tricts were open-light mines, as fire+ 
damp was rerely discovered in them, 
“Alberta has a real pon-accident 
record as far ag mining ts concerned,” 
said Mr, Miller, “Last year in the proe 
vinee there were only 1! fatal acci- 
dents, and this is proportionately low 
when figures are seen for fatalities 
at other mining points on’ the con 
tinent.”

} 3—-Any natural born British subject 
who though not born in Canada has 
Canadian domicile. 

4—The wife and minor children of 
any natural-born British subject who 
themselves have Canadian domicile 

5—A naturalised British subject 
who has Canadian domicile,

6—The wife of a naturalized British 


subject who ts included, with her 
written consent to his naturalization, 
or who married such naturalised 
| British subject subsequent to the date 
of such certificate, and who herself 
has Canadian domicile, 

T--The minor children of @ natur- 
alized British subject who are includ- 


or who were born subsequent to such 
certificate and who themselves have 
Canadian domicile. 

In the act provision 1s made that 
Canadian domicile shall mean five 
years’ residence here in the case of 
an alien and two years’ residence in 
the case of British born

RADIUM FIND 
MAY PROVETO 


BE GREATEST 


Value of Pitchblende Ore 
Placed by Expert at 
$8,600 a Ton 
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Recent discoveries of pitchblende at 


Echo Bay, on Great Bear Lake, may 
prove the richest radium deposit in 
the world, according to the result of 


analyses conducted by provinclal and 
University of Alberta authorities, It 
has also been revealed by geologists 
that the radium-bearing pitchblende 
is not peculiar to Great Bear Lake 
district alone, but might also be found 
in the pre-Cambrian shield that ex- 
tends over 2,000,000 square miles of 
Canada 

Dr, J. A. Allan, head of the depart- 
ment of geology at the University of 
Alberta, announced Tuesday that he 
placed the value of the ore at $8,600 
a ton and declared it to be better 
than the product of the mines in 
Belgian Congo, the only large radlum- 
producing fields in the world, The 
Great Bear Lake pitchblende its 17 
times as strong as standard Colorado 
carnotite, a source of radium in the 
United States 

While he believed that a great 
national wealth lies in Canada from 


these radium deposits, Dr Allan 
pointed out that it had not been 
proven that the discovery could be 


regarded as a commercial proposition 
as yet. Transportation and concentra- 
tion costs would have to be studied 
in order to prove that the radium 
could be refined at a price to meet 
the product of Belgian Congo,

Sues T'0 Recover 
$2,050; Negligence 
Alleged By Suitor 


Action for the recovery of $2,050 
was begun in the supreme court on

The amount claimed ts the sum al- 
leged to have been lost by plaintiff as

Tt is alleged by plaintiff that on 
June 14, 1930, he paid to defendants 
$200 to realive against Frank Thomas 
monies owing plaintiff for wages 

He further claims that defendants
